TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please Your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to Your Majesty this our Fifty-ninth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report twenty-two meetings of the Board have been held. W e have 
made 402 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 


3. Seven hundred and sixteen funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

5. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1902, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. Tile Accounts 
for the year ended December 31st, 1903, have been prepared and submitted for 
audit. 


6. Among the funds for charitable purposes placed under our custody durinv 
the past year was a sum of £19,149 3s. id. India £ 3A per cent. Stock transferred 
by Colonel Frederick Charles Trencli Gascoigne, as a permanent endowment for 
the Church of Ireland Clergy Widows and Orphans Society, Dublin. 


We also received a sum of £5,000 New Guaranteed Preference Stock of the Fish- 
guard and Rosslare Railways and Harbours Company, the income of which sum is 
directed to be applied towards the up-keep and maintenance of St. Macarten’s 
Cathedral, Monaghan. 


The sum of £3,680, £4 per cent. Debenture Stock of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company (Ireland), has been transferred to us in order that the 
income arising therefrom may be expended in money, food, clothes, and fuel for the 
deserving poor living at or near Dunmore East, in the County of Waterford. 

7. During the past year we have received several applications to amend Schemes 
framed by the Educational Endowments Commissioners under the powers conferred on 
us by the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1385 ; and we have amended accord- 
ingly the original Schemes of the North-east Agricultural Association, the Swords 
Borough Schools, Alexandra College and Alexandra School, the Parochial Schools of 
the Diocese of Cork, Cloyne and Ross, Bishop Crowe’s School, Cloyne. 


8. The Royal Irish Association for the Training and Employment of Women having 
been wound up, we applied to the Court of Chancery to frame a Scheme for the future 
application of the funds held by us for this Association, and the Court has made an 
order directing us to pay the dividends on the funds to the Irish Industries Association 
to be applied for the benefit of Irish lace and crochet workers. 


9. Applications have been made to us in several Charities to approve of the sale ot 
their holdings to the tenants, under the Irish Land Act, 1903. We have sanctioned 
such sales m cases in which we were of opinion that the particular sales would be for 
the benefit of the Charity interested, and on the condition that the purchase money, 
together with any sums payable under Section 48 of the Act, be lodged to our credit. 


- Under the operation of the Land Purchase Acts numerous annuities charged on 
land for charitable purposes have been redeemed as “superior interests," with the 
result that a diminished income has ensued to the Charities interested. This has 
been particularly the result m cases of the redemption of Impropriate Tithe Rent- 
charges affected with Chantable Trusts, owing to the low rate of redemption allowed 
tor these charges. 


11. Two vacancies occurred on the Board during the past year owing to the resigna- 
tion of the Very Rev. H. H. Dickinson, D.D., and to the lamented death of Sir Percy 
Raymond Grace, Bart. These vacancies have been filled by the appointment of the

12. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been furnished by us, in 
■accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and 'the 
provisions of the “Exchequer arid Audit Departments Acts, 1866 and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1903, has been eertihed to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our
